A raging  fire  consumed  the  Old  Wesleyan  buildings 
College  Street  in  the  early  morning  hours  of  Sunday, 
ruary  24,  bringing  to  a dramatic  and  final  end  the  he- 
ld and  historic  structures. 

The  bronze  bell,  which  for  many  years  summoned 
lents  to  study  and  to  worship  toppled  in  its  blazing 
er,  melted  into  oblivion;  Pierce  Chapel  was  reduced  to 
lalanx  of  concrete  steps  with  twisted  metal  bannisters. 

Its  origin  unknown,  the  fire  ravaged  walls  already  par- 
dismantled  by  wreckers  who  were  clearing  the  site 
Macon’s  new  three  million  dollar  Post  Office,  planned 
jsemble  the  original  building.  In  spite  of  a hard  blowing 
, the  blaze  leapt  hundreds  of  feet,  leapt  across  the  street 
ecimate  two  apartment  buildings,  creating  a veritable 
* of  fire  down  College  Street. 

The  entire  fire-fighting  forces  of  Macon  and  surround- 
towns  raced  to  the  scene  of  devastation.  Their  heroic 
ts  managed  to  constrain  the  holocaust,  without  loss  of 
)r  serious  injury.  Thirty  families  escaping  in  their  night 
les,  lost  their  homes  and  all  their  possessions.  Hundreds 
eople  converged  on  the  place;  others  stood  at  their 
lows  weeping  as  raging  red  poured  from  the  window- 
:)lack  Comer  building  silhouetted  against  the  sky. 

\n  electric  reaction  spread  over  the  city.  As  the  news 
on  the  air,  long  distance  calls  began  pouring  in.  Old 
'cyan  was  burning  to  the  ground! 

Alumnae  all  over  the  world  will  be  relieved  to  know 
furnishings  from  the  Adelphean  and  Philomathean 
orial  rooms  had  been  removed  and  are  on  loan  from 
ollege  to  the  U.  D.  C.  Historical  House  on  Mulberry 
t;  all  portraits,  plaques,  furniture,  and  other  historical 


treasures  had  been  carefully  transferred  to  Wesleyan  Col- 
lege, Rivoli,  and  are  adding  significance  and  beauty  to  her 
stately  Georgian  buildings.  In  Tate  Hall,  portraits  of  for- 
mer presidents  and  benefactors  are  permanently  placed; 
the  portrait  of  Madame  Chiang  Kai-Shek  (Mei  Ling  Soong, 
1916)  and  the  framed  embroideries  representing  the  Four 
Seasons  which  she  presented  to  the  colleg  hang  in  the 
president’s  office. 

Dr.  Spencer  King,  historian,  who  watched  the  fire 
from  his  window,  wrote  in  the  Macon  Telegraph:  “It 
seemed  that  a mighty  flame  as  large  as  the  city  itself  were 
rolling  toward  us.  As  I stood  fascinated,  with  my  gaze 
fixed  on  the  red  skyline,  I saw  the  dignified  Old  Lady  re- 
flected there  in  all  her  majesty. 

“Old  Wesleyan  is  gone!  She  was  the  personification  of 
beauty,  dignity,  wisdom,  intellect,  grace,  love.  Those  who 
wanted  so  earnestly  to  keep  the  Old  Lady  as  a symbol 
wanted  the  tangible  reminder  of  all  these  traits  for  which 
she  stood,  of  course,  but  more  than  that  they  wanted  to 
hold  on  to  those  virtues.  With  her  passing  the  value  of 
what  she  stood  for  must  not  pass. 

“Old  Wesleyan  lay  on  her  bier  Sunday  morning,  burned 
clean  and  pure  as  the  great  fire  could  make  her.  She  died 
in  dignity  and  honor,  the  personification  of  Christian  vir- 
tues ...” 

Alumnae  will  join  their  voices  with  new  meaning  and 
emotion  as  they  sing  the  beloved  Alma  Mater: 

“A  star  in  the  dark  is  thy  glorious  past,

Dr.  Ralph  Sockman 

Dr.  Ralph  Sockman,  famous  pastor 
for  fifty  years  of  Christ  Church,  Metho- 
dist, in  New  York  City,  will  return  to 
Wesleyan  to  deliver  the  Commencement 
Address  on  Monday  morning,  June  3, 
in  Porter  Family  Memorial  Auditorium. 

Ever  since  he  addressed  the  graduat- 
ing class  on  another  Monday,  thirteen 
years  ago  (June  3,  1950),  Wesleyan  has 
dreamed  and  hoped  for  the  return  of 
Dr.  Sockman.  Dynamic,  brilliant,  and 
eloquent  he  thrilled  his  audience  with 
his  thought  - provoking  message. 
Through  Mr.  W.  D.  Anderson,  then 
Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr. 
Sockman  had  been  invited  by  President 
Silas  Johnson  to  preach  the  baccalaureate 
sermon  on  Sunday,  but  his  active  pas- 
toral duties  prevented  this.  He  filled  his 
pulpit  in  New  York  that  morning,  and 
that  evening  flew  to  Macon.  Mr.  An- 
derson was  Dr.  Sockman’s  host,  with 
Wesleyan  the  topic  for  discussion  on 
Sunday  night,  at  breakfast  Monday 
morning,  and  at  a luncheon  at  the  An- 
derson home  in  honor  of  Dr.  Sockman, 
following  his  address. 

Over  the  years,  many  of  his  auditors 
of  that  Convocation  day — faculty,  stu- 
dents, and  friends,  including  members 
of  the  Anderson  family — have  attended 
Christ  Church  whenever  they  were  in 
New  York  on  Sundays. 

In  November,  1961,  before  his  retire- 
ment at  the  end  of  the  year,  Dr.  Sock- 
man’s  church  held  a banquet  in  the  ball- 
room of  the  Waldorf  in  honor  of  him 
and  his  wife,  and  their  fifty  years  of 
service  to  Christ  Church.  Among  the 
1,800  attending  this  brilliant  and  beauti- 
ful golden  celebration  were  Mrs.  Wil- 
liam F.  Quillian  (Nonie  Acree,  1909) ; 
her  son  William  F.  Quillian  Jr.,  Presi- 
dent of  Randolph-Macon  College;  and 
Jeanie  (Loyal)  Manget  (1912),  invited 
by  Mr.  and  Mrs  James  C.  Huey,  mem- 
bers of  Christ  Church. 

From  his  brief  visit  to  Wesleyan  in 
1950,  Dr.  Sockman  has  kept  this  college
